pounds annually, many other na- 
tions located in Central and South 
America alio produce millions of 
pounds annually. Colombia, with 
325 million pounds per year is the 
second largest producer of coffee. 
The Colombians have for a number 
of years issued regular postage 
and air mail itampt featuring cof- 
fee cultivation, eoffee pi cling and 
coffee berries. In addition to these 
count riet, Salvador, ' Venezuela, 
Celt* Rtcn. Liberia, and others 
have printed* postage itamps hon- 
oring eoffee. 

The history of eoffee dates bad 
to the 15th Century when It was 
used by the Mohammedans in 
Mocha* Arabia, first as a means to 
keep them awake in their prayers 
and then as a beverage. It is be- 
lieved that the Arabs brought 
back with them some of the ber- 
ries which they found growing 
wild in Abbyssinia. (Here's where 
you get the name Mo=ha Coffee.) 
In the 17th Century the Dutch 
brqught coffee plants to Batavia, 
J<av^ [Java Coffee), and in the 
18th Century others brought 
plants to the West Indies and 
Central and South America- Cof- 
fee drinking was not introduced 
into Europe until 1551, when some 
travelers to Egypt and Turkey 
brought coffee berries back home 
with thenv
